THE TRIP THROUGH TENNESSEE. 


Mr. Harrison Speaks at Several 
Places 


AND I$ CHEERED ALONG THE LINE. 


President Harrison and his party will reach 
Atlanta this afternoon at 3 o’clock. 

When Mr. Harrison came before, some 
twenty years ago, burning gunpowder was his 
reception. 

This time he will be received the same way. 

Only powder burning this time means a 
token of regpect, whereas before it meant 
death to those who got in its path. 

How They Will Be Keceived. 

The programme for the reception of the 
presideut has not been changed. 

The party is scheduled to leave Chattanooga 
at 11 o’clock this morning, but Major McCal- 
lum feels certain that the special train will be 
behind that time. 

“For,”’ says he, ‘I know those Chattanooga 
folks, and when the president and his party 
get away it will be by main strength. Then, 
too, the party is booked to reach Chattanooga 
at 8 o’clock, and the programme laid out there 
can’t be done in three hours.”’ 

“How long willit take the train to make 
the trip?”’ the major was asked. 

“I’ll bring them through inside of four 
hours,’”’ was the answer. 

So it will be easy 3 o’clock when the train 
rolls into Atlanta.

About Atlanta, 


Atlanta was incorporated as a city in 1847, 
and has been the capitol of the state of Geor- 
gia since 1868. It is the co seat of Fulton 
county, and is the largest and ince important 
oe in the state, 101 miles nozthw acon 
and 171 miles west of Augusta. Population in 
1860, 9,554; in 1870, 21,788 ; in 1880, 37,409 and 
in 1890, 65,591, according tothe United States 
census returns of these years; about one-third 
of these are a Itisan important rail- 
way center, and very appropriately termed the 
Gate City of the south. Eight railroad lines 
center here. oes | are the Central, the Geor- 
gia, the Richmond and Danville, the Atlanta 
and West Point and Western Railway of Ala- 
bama, the Georgia Pacific, the Western and 
Atlantic and the Louisville and Nashville, 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia and 
the Atlanta and Florida. There are sixty- 
five miles of street railwa snearly all operated 
by electricity. Atlanta lies 1,085 feet above 
the sea level and is built upon hilly ground, 
and occupies the highest point or ividing 
ricge between the gulf on the west and the 
Atlantic ocean on the east. The city is laid 
out in the form of acircle, about three anda 
half milesin diameter, the union nger 
depot being the pivotal point. L.P. Grant 
park, abouttwo miles from the depot, con- 
tains fine drives, lakes, etc. The gentlemen’s 
driving park, located about the same distance 
inthe northern part of the city, is alsoa 
very popular resort for its members. The 
Driving Club’s quarters are located in the 
grounds of the Piedmont Exposition Com- 
pany. The principal public buildings are the 
state capitol, the courthouse and the chamber 
of commerce building. There are also some 
unusually fine church buildings and college 
structures, and the Kimball house is generaily 
Known as one of the largest hotels in the 
south. The principal manufactures consist of 
three large cotton mills, four large furniture 
factories, two cotton seed oil mills, a 
brewery, four manufactories of fertilizdéds, 
thirteen planing mills and wu bridge and iron 
works; in addition to which, brick, marble, 
spring beds, patent medicine, trunks, tinware, 
giass, show cases, terra cotta, saws and paint 
are also manufactured to a considerable ex- 
tent. There are alsu two large railway shops 
located in the city: The business of the city 
amounted to $140,000,000 during the year 1890, 
exclusive of $30,000,000 produced by the va- 
rious manufacturers. The total valuation of 
the property, real and personal, for the year 
1890, was $42,636,499; actual value from one- 
half to two-thirds more. Sixteen banking 
establishments, with a total capital of $4,- 
000,000,do the business here ; two of the number 
being national banks. The city is governed 
by a mayor and a board of twelve councilmen 
and six aldermen. The police force consists of 
121 men, including officers, and are under the 
control of the board of commissioners. The 
fire department consists of eighty-three men, 
three steamers, one hose wagon, four reels, 
three hook and ladder trucks, about 15,000 feet 
of hose and a chemical. The public school 
system, established in the year 1872, is regarded 
as nearly perfect asan educational system of 
any city can be. Thereare seventeen public 
schoo! buildings, with a seating capacity of 
6,000; 120 teachers, to whom ,000 is an- 
nually paid in _ salaries. The pri- 
vate educational institutions consist of three 
medical colleges, four young ladies’ seminaries 
and two collegiate institutions for boys. The 
Georgia State Technological school has re- 
cently been erected here, andis engaged in a 
grand sphere of usefulness. In addition to 
this are six large institutions for the education 
of colored men and womén. Sixty-twochurch 
edifices arein existence, comprising all the 
recognized sects; two libraries, the Young 
Men’s Library and the State Library, together 
boast about 30,000 volumes. Atlanta’s streets 
are paved almost entirely with belgian block, 
and are lighted entirely with electricity. The 


first settlement on the site now occupied by 


the city was in 1839. A year or two later the 
place was called Terminus. In 1843 it wasa 
town, and had undergone another name in 
nomenclature, being then known as Marthas- 
villo. In 1847 the name was changed to At- 
lanta, and the city has increased rapidly in 
wealth and population since.

THE TRIP THROUGH TENNESSEE. 


The President Addresses the People at Sev- 
eral Places. 

RoANOKE, Va., April 14.~—The presidential 
train arrived atthis thriving town at 8:50 
o’clock this morning, having made the run 
from Washington on exact schedule time. 
No special incidents on the route. Fifteen 
minutes were spent at Lynchburg, for the pur- 
pose sf shifting the train from the. Richmond 
and Danville road to the Norfolk and West- 
ern. A large crowd gathered at the station, 
but there was no demonstration. This was 
due to the early hour, 6:45 o’clock, and the 
fact that the president had not arisen. An 
other brief stop was made at Blue Ridge, 
where a crowd gathered and enjoyed the 
spectacle of the chief magistrate of their 
country and his family at breakfast. 

The reception at Roanoke was most enthu- 
siastic. The president shook hands with 100 
people from the rear platform, and in response 
to repeated demands made a short speech. 
The entire population of the place seemed to 
have gathered at the station, and as many of 
them as could doso embraced the chance to 
shake hands with the president. 

Mrs. Harrison was presented with a hand- 
some bouquet by Mr. and Mrs. Eddy. Many 
people asked for and obtained the president’s 
autograph.

A BAD RAILROAD WREGK 


ONTHE ABBEVILLE AND SPARTAN- 
BUBG RAILROAD. 


ONE MAN KILLED AND EIGHTEEN WOUNDED 


A Freight and a Material Train Crash 
Together Near Horseshoe Trestle 
Both Engines Demolished. 


SragTansvune, 8. C., April 14.—[Specia!.}— 
A terrible wreck occurred just about dark last 
night on the Asheville and Spartanburg rail- 
road, between a through freight from Ashe- 
ville and a material train near the rock cut 
above Landrum. The freight had orders to 
waitat Melrose fifty minutes to allow the 
material train to pass. The conductor diso- 
beyed his order and attempted to make Tryon, 
when the two trains came together. Both 
trains were running at a high speed when they 
came together at a point just a half a mile be- 
yond Horseshoe trestle. Béth engines were 
demolished. The fireman and a negro on the 
material train were killed. Both engineers 
and eighteen of the hands were badly injured, 
many of them fatally, itjis thought. One ne- 
gro had his leg caughtin the furnace and it 
was burned off before assistance came. 

CARING FOR THE INJURED. 

All day long yesterday the wounded men 
were being treated by physicians from Ashe- 
ville, and half a dozen amputations of legs and 
arms were made. When the collision occurred, 
a box car from the rear end of the material 
train broke loose and ran back four miles to 
the rock cut above Landrum. The flagman, 
knowing the danger of the passenger train 
running into it, ran back the entire distance 
and arrived completely exhausted, but just in 
time to flag down the regular passenger train. 
By this splendid effort another horrible dis- 
aster was averted. The trains were delayed 
several hours on account of the wreck, but are 
now runuing on schedule time. Itis impossi- 
ble to ascertain the names of the conductors 
or any of the parties killed or injured.

By motion of Gov- 
ernor Francis, of Missouri, Senator Kelley was 
chosen temporary chairman. In a long speech 
of acceptance he explained the object of the 
congress to be the consideration of various 
questions of peculiar Interest to the west and 
south.

The Negro Branham Brought into Court— 
More Trouble Feared’ 

Cuasiotrre, N.C., April .14.—[Special.]— 
The brutal murder of the Italian fruit vender 
is still the all-absorbing theme in this city. 
Large crowds have swarmed about the streets 
today giving their experience during the 
warm hours of yesterday and the day before. 
Branham, the negro accused of the murder, 
was arraigned in the criminal court this after- 
noon. The fcourthouse was filled to overflow- 
ing with citizens anxious to get a look at the 
prisoner. Messrs. Burwell & Walker will as- 
sist Colonel J. L. Brown, the solicitor, in pros- 
ecuting the case. Messrs. Clarkson & McCall 
have been retained by the prisoner and his 
friends. The prisoner pleaded not guilty, and 
the case will be called Monday morning at 10 
o’clock. 

Excitement is still at a high point. AlJl last 
night hundreds of men walked the streets well 
armed.

It will be decided to es- 
tablish temporarily an academy for the pre- 
paratory education of girls not prepared to en- 
ter the university.

New Haven, Conn., April 14.—The guber-

In the 
gid days this man invaded the south to 
lay waste and tear down. Now he comes 
to develop mines, build railways and sell 
town lots. Once it was to his interest to 
wreck our prosperity; now he is eager to 
* advance it. 

It is all right. Let us take men and 
things as they are. We had very little use 
for Butler asa soldier, but a generation 
later, as a peaceful and enterprising business 
man, he will find that we are too busy with 
the problems of our material progress to 
waste time discussing his war record. 

The enterprises and experiences of such 
men as General Butler in the south are a 
complete answer to the charges made by 
Joseph Cook and others, that the old con- 
federate sentiment here finds expression in 
bulldozing and violent methods. So far as 
our people are concerned, the war is over, 
and the clatter of hammers] and the hum of 
industry suit our ears better than the clash 
of arms.

This well-informed writer, 
who is on the spot and knows whereof he 
' speaks, concludes by assuring the people of 
New Orleans that, unless they take some 
radical measures against the Mafia, as such, 
so as to make the belonging to it an offense 


_ against the law, they are not likely to sup- - 


press it, unless by expelling from the state 
- all Italians—-which is more difficult. 
These are very apt and timely suggestions. 
‘During the trial of the Mafia assassins, the 
_ evidence was overwhelming as_ to the exist- 
ence in New Orleans of an organized band 
of Italian murderers and robbers, and 
__ recent events show that the city fairly 
“gwarms with professional assassins who 
belong to the Mafia. The situation there is 
notone to be viewed with equanimity or 
tolerance. If there has been any improve- 
ment at all, it isdue tothe prompt execu- 
tion of the assassins of Chief Hennessy.

It may not be 
possible for the police force of New Orleans 
to cope with the swift and elusive-manifesta- 
tions of the Mafia, but the police. force can 
accomplish much if it-be supported by an 
active, a vigorous and an unyielding public 
sentiment.

A Good Work Well Besen. 

The meeting at the home of Captain J. 
W. English last night was one. of those 
characteristic gatherings which have from 
time to time played such an important part 
in the upbuilding of Atlanta. 

It was a gathering of representative citi- 
zens who had come together to consider a 
matter which they deemed important to the 
welfare of thefcity. They discussed the 
matter in hand, determined upon plans. of 
procedure, then added their emphatic en- 
dorsement of those plans by putting their 
hands into their pockets and contributing 
then and there more than half the entire 
amount they liad set out to raise from the 
entire city. 

That is the true Atlanta spirit. And the 
cause in which it is enlisted is certainly a 
most worthy one. In the spetches last 
night the wants of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association building—that splendid 
structure in which every Atlantian feels a 
pride—were clearly set§forth, and promptly 
it was determined to meet these wants and 
make the building all that it should be. 

Eleven thousand dollars is needed. More 
than $6,000 was contributed last night, and 
the rest will doubtless be promptly forth- 
coming. 

There should be no question of this. The 
good people of Atlanta, working ina good 
cause, can accomplish any task set before 
All should give, and give liberally; 
it is hoped that all the friends of the asso- 
ciation will accept the invitation to meet at 
the executive mansion Thursday night and 
aid in the good work by their presence. 


In the Matter of Schoolbooks. 

President Eliot, of Harvard, in some ad- 
dresses which he-has delivered recently, 
criticises in a vigorous way the reading 
books employed in the grammar schools of 
Massachusetts. We have no doubt that the 
case is quite as bad as he puts it, and the 
trouble is that his remarks apply to the 
readers used in the public schools in all parts 
of the country. President Eliot says he has 
read an enormous quantity of these books, 
and he declares his conviction that it would 
be for the advantage of the whole public 
school system of the United States if every 
reader were hereafter to be absolutely ex- 
cluded from the schools, 

‘*They are not made up of selections from 
recognized literature,’’ he goes on to say, 
“and, as a rule, this class..of -readers are 
simply ineffable trash. © They are not fit 
material to put before a childish mind even 
at seven, eight, nine or ten years of age. 
They are utterly unfit material to use in the 
training of our children. I read a very 
well known reader, intended for children 
from eight sonine years of age, and found 
fh it not a single hero or heroine of the 
human race mentioned—not one. The 
heroes and heroines of that reader were all 
animals, cats, kittens, dogs and a horse or 
two.”’ 

These remarks are timely. Only those 
parents who take an unusually serious: in- 
terest in the education of their children can 
appreciate the full force of President Eliot’s 
criticism. It is not only a fact that human 
interest is wholly wanting in these books, 
but their contents are invariably below the 
standard of correct taste. The truth seems 
to be that they are compiled by men who 


are incapable of taking a large view of } 


English literature. The readers arethe re 
sult of poorly paid hack work. 

What is true of. the readers is also true of 
most of the textbooks for children. They 
are dry, mechanical, dull and forbidding. 
Take the jumbles that pass for English 
grammar. They are so mechanical as to be 
stupid.. Why is it that the professional 
grammar maker so persistently misses the 
life and essence of the great language with 
which he attempts to deal? It is one of the 
mysteries. 


It is “Useless, however, to attempt a re | 


form in the matter of schoolbooks so long 
as pedagogues insist on teaching altogether 
by the card, and so long as parents are con- 
tent with the result of such a system. The 
“old field’? methods, whereby the master 
took note of the individuality and genius of 
each particular pupil, have given way to 
**scientific’’ superficiality. 


Climate and Energy. 

Some time ago a prominent statesman, in 
the course of a commencement speech in 
New England, remarked that the southern 
states could never do much because of.their 
climate. 

Let us look into it a little. After the 
Anglo-Saxons had been settled in the south 
about a century or more their descendants 
bore the hardships of the revolutionary war 
as well as their fellow-soldiers from the 
northern colonies. So much for physical 
endurance and energy. On the intellectual 
side of the question, it may be said that the 
south produced the statesmen who founded 
our republic and gui@ed it through many 
stormy decades. At the end of nearly an- 
other century the confederates exhibited al- 
most superbumen qualities of energy in their 
four years’ war, while their intellectual ac- 
tivity was never greater. At the end of the 
struggle they mended their broken fortunes 
with almost inconceivable rapidity, became 
a powerin the government, and surpassed 
their former achievements inthe fields of 
literature, science andart.. 

Now, such a record as this ought to make 


it plain-that the Anglo-Saxon race improves 


rather than deteriorates in the climate of the 
southern states. In a recent editorial on

Opposition to His Brother. 


West Port, Ga., April 14.—{Special.]— 
Rumor, coming from apparently good author- 
ity, is to the effect that Mr, John H, Parnell 
has been summoned back to Ireland by his 
brother, Charles Stewart Parnell. 

As well.as can be ascertained here tonight, 
Mr. John H. Parnell has been selected as one 
of the chosen members to stand 
for election from the Irish constitu- 
encies in the general election -which 
it is confidently predicted will be held before 
the early autumn. From those who have, con- 
versed with Mr. Parnell it is understood that 
his brother, the Irish leader, will select as his 
standard bearers only persons in whom he has 
implicit personal confidence. In this way he 
hopes to avoid the dangers of treason which 
beset him in room No. 15 at the opening of the 
winter session of the present parliament. In 
@ semi-official conversation Mr. John H. Par- 
nell spoke with much spirit of the situation of 
affairs in his native country. 

*‘The people of the United States have no 


idea whatever of the real state of affairs in 
} Ireland,” he said with feeling. 


“The O’Shea 
incident had but little todo with the fight 
being made on my brother, and was only the 
match that fired the bomb. The authorities 
of Eggland hate my brother and his policy 


with all the venom of their natures, and had | 


they perceived an opportunity would have 
precipitated the fight lang ago. 

“If the priesthood would withdraw their 
influence, the try of my country would 
fly to the standard of my brother to a man. 
England controls the pope absolntely, and 
rules him with an iron hand when her own in- 
terests are concerned. Through him orders 
were sent toevery Catholic priest in Ireland 
to fight Parnell with every resource in their 
power, 

“Besides this, there have been old feuds be- 
tween families in Ireland that have lasted for 
centuries,and this incident only serves to bring 
them to a head. These facts have had a mighty 
influence on events that have occurred, and 
have added tenfold to the bitterness of the 
contest.’* 

‘‘How will it terminate ?’’ 

**That nobody can tell. It is a battle be- 
tween giants. Every resource is centered, and 
faction is fighting faction, while England is in- 
directly fighting Ireland and home rule. I be- 
lieve, though, that home rule will come from 
this contest with brighter hopes of achieve- 
ment than ever before, and if my brother’s im- 
mense brain power enables him to continue to 
lead the fight, he will yet achieve for 
Ireland that which he has worked to obtain 
through long and bitterly fought battles. As 
a politician he is shrewd, calculating and sel- 
dom fails in his purpose. This is his fort, in 
which I don’t think he can be equaled in 
Europe.”’ 

**Do you ever receive letters from him ?” 

“Yes, very often. I wrote to him some- 
time ago advising himto cometo America 
and deliver speeches over the United 
States, and I think he would be 
given such an ovation that it would materially 
affect his fightin Ireland. His presence is re- 
quired in Ireland so incessantly that it is 
scarcely probable that he will come, although 
I beliéve it would be the best move he could 
make just now?’

Over One-Half the Money Raised 
in One Night. 


Amount asked for—810,000. 

Raised in one night—86,285. 

That is, in brief, the record of a few 
hours’ work in behalf of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. 

It is,the record of the individual sub-, 
scriptions to a good cause of a few of 
Atlanta’s representative and enterprising 
citizens. 

But it doesn’t begin to be a full summary 
of the work of last night’s meeting, for no 
figures can express the moral weight of that 
meeting, or the extent of the good which 
is said to result from the action of the gen- 
tlemen who participated in it. 

That was a manifestation of the “At- 
lanta spirit.” It is to just such meetings 
as that at Captain English’s, composed of 
men like those who particinated in this 
one, that the greater part of Atlanta’s 
prosperity is due. 

How It Came About. 

About four years ago a meeting was held in 
the pailors of Mr. English’s residence to con- 
sider Atlanta’s needof a building for the Young 
Men’s Christian Association. The result of 
the movement started then was the erection 
of the building, which compares favorably 
with any in the country. 

But the building is not complete. For some 
time the directors,of the association have urged 
the necessity of completing the unfinished 
portions, thereby to greatly facilitate the 
association’s power for good. Other gentle- 
men who had been active in the move- 
ment which resulted in the erection of the 
building were consulted, and 
was the following call, which was sent to 


many of Atlanta’s most prominent citizens:

The Meeting Iast Night. 

Captain English had kindly tendered his 
home for the meeting, the gentlemen issu- 
ing the call considering it especially appro- 
priate and auspicious that the meeting should 
be held there.

At a few minutes past 8 o’clock, Professor 
Mayer took his seat at the piano, and “We 
Praise Thee, O God” was delightfully sung by 
a quartette consisting of Miss Nellie Knight, 
Mrs. Alex.

As they finished Mr. Woods White rose and 
suggested that Captain E. P. Howell be asked 
to preside at the meeting. Captain Howell 
was chosen by a unanimous vote, and taking a 
stand at the table facing the other gentlemen 
thanked them for the honor conferred and 
spoke feelingly of the work in hand. 

“T will call on Mr. Inman,” he said, “to ex- 
plain more fully the needs of the association 
and the object for which this meeting was 
called.

Atlanta’s example was quickly followed by 
other cities and towns in the south. I am 
sure that noboby who contributed a dollar to 
that building regrets having done so, and I 
am sure that it is a source of pride and comfort 
to everybody who helped build it. 
Such buildings serve as fortifications, 
fix us up inthe fight thatis constantly going 
on between the devil and the children of the 
Heavenly King—they are good places for the 
weary soldier to rest, as for the weak to renew 
his strength. There are outposts of the church 
and in them is done’a grand work. It is a 
consolation to us hére in this life to feel that 
we have been able in a small degree to 
help the good work; but greater will it 
be to find that, when in the world tocome we 
are called to account, we see opposite our 
names the credit for having done some good 
work. There is no work,’’ concluded Captain 
Howell, “nobler and grander than that done by 
the Young Men’s Christian Association, and I 
am glad indeed to be able to contribute, in a 
mae way, toward helping that work. I now 
ask Mr. Inman to tell you more fully the ob- 


ject of this call.” 
MR. INMAN EXPLAINS. : 

Mr. Inman explained brietly the sitaation 
of affairs at the building. 

‘At the meeting of the board of trustees a 
few days ago,”” he said, “‘the necessity for 
more room was vividly impressed upon us. 
We are conscious that the association 
is doing great work, and that it is 
enlarging its sphere of usefulness daily; so

work that we find the building badly crowded— 
so badly that itis impossible to do full justice 
to e of the departments.”

THE ASSOCIATION'S WORK. 

Captain E. S. Gay, president of the associa- 
tion, spoke eloquently of what is being done, 
quoting from the secretary’s reports to show 
what is daily being accomplished in all the 
different branches of the work. He showed 
clearly the great need for more room in order 
to fully carry on the work as it should be done. 

Secretary Licklider told graphically of each 
day’s work in the building, of what is being 
done and of what could be done with the in- 
crease of room asked for. 

THE HOW OF IT. ‘ 

“Now, gentlemen, you’ve all heard what 
must be done; the question is, how to do it,” 
said the chairman as Mr. Licklider took his 
seat. “T’llask Mr. Chamberlin to make a 
suggestion,” 

“Well, Mr. Chairman,” said the gen- 
tleman called for, “we have $90.- 
000 invested there. An investment of 
$10,000 wili greatly increase the income. Now, 
my idea is to go ahead and raise this by subscrip- 
tion; what we can’t raise here, we can appoint 
committees to get. I have said I would give 
$250, and I renew that subscription.” 

The question of when it was to be paid 
came up. 

“In the first place,’ said Mr. Inman, “the 
money isn’t due until the whole $10,000 is 
raised.’’ 

“‘And I move,” said Colonel McBride, “that 
it be due one-half in July and one-half in Oc- 
tober.”’ 

This motion was carried, and Captain How- 
ell called on Mr. Kiser. 

“T’ll make mine $250, and——”’

The Association’s Needs. 

Just now there is a crisis in the affairs of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association, and it 
was to meet this emergency that last night’s 
meeting was held. 

The crisis is just this: For four years the 
Young Men’s Christian Association has been 
growing and expanding its work in Atlanta. 
Now it has so enlarged its operations that the 
work demands more space. It will be re- 
membered that the association moved into its 
new building before'the third and fourth stories 
were finished. These stories are yet unfinished 
and unoccupied, and for lack of the rooms up- 
stairs a great deal of work that promises large 
results cannot be done. 

For instance, the work of the night classes 
in physiology, stenography, penmanship, 
bookkeeping and mechanical drawing is much 
cramped, and the attendance limited by the 
lack of room. Asit is now, the classes have 
to be moved about from pillar to post, occu- 
pying a room here, or a part of the hall there, 
asthecase maybe. — 

Even with the present lack of room there 
has been an average attendance of forty-nine 
in all these classes,and an average of thirty-five 


in stenography, and forty in bookkeeping and |.

penmanship. . 

In the meantime the association is

The importance of the concert hall as a 
factor in the policy of entertainment and edu- 
cation, which the association has adopted, can 
hardly be exaggerated. When last years’ ap- 
propriations were made, $1,000 was set aside 
for entertainments. Of this the committee 
spent $800. Atthe same time they got $700, 
which reduced the actual cost-of the lectures 
to $100. The lecture course included those of 
Robert J. Burdette and Dr. Nourse, who made 
delighted the community, and drew audiences 
that tested to the utmost the capacity of the 


hall. 


To these lectures all members of the associa- 
tion were admitted free, so that the auditors 
almost entirely paid for the entertainment. 
It was observed that only about 250 of the 
members took advantage of the course. With 
the large concert hall, all 750 could have at- 
tended, and there would have been room for 


250 outsiders besides. 


_ The reach of the association’s work is shown 
by the fact that 100,000 young men passed 
through the building last year. The account 
is kept daily of those who come in and go out, 
and the total was about this number. 
Licklider says that, on an average, seventy- 
five young men go through the building be- 
tween 5 and 8 o’clock in the evening. The 
membership is 749, drawn from forty-seven 


different occupations.

The question is, will there be acilash be- 
tween Colonel Livingston’s committee and 
Governor Northen’s convention ? 

The relattion between them, or the absence 
of any relation, is rather awkward. 

This committee was appointed at the last 
meeting of the agricultural society in Savan- 
nah. It was to represent the society in an 
effort tohave Georgia make a propor display 
of its resources at the world’s fair in Chicago. 

It was believed that all classes and interests 
in the state would contribute to this end. 

The committee was a sort of nucleus for the 
movement. , 

A call fora meeting of the committee was 
issued by President Livingston, forthe 15th of 
April. 

Subsequently Governor Northen issued his 
call for a convention, having the same pur- 
pose that the committee was charged with, to 
meetin Atlanta on the 6th of May. 

This call specified the kind and number of 
delegates expected to be present. 

The already-appointed committee of the 
Btate Agricultural Society, was ignored, as 
not expected to participate in the business of 
the convention. 

In view of the relation existing between 
Governor Northen and Colonel Livingston 
this fact created considerable comment. Gov- 
ernor Northen isa prominent member of the 
society, was present at Savannah, and had ful! 
knowledge of the existence and purpose of the 
committee appointed by the society; so that 
its being ignored was presumed to be inten- 
tional and deliberate. 

The interest is rather increased now by the 
announcement that the committee, so far from 
considering itself extinguished by the govern- 
or’s call for a convention, is going ahead with 
its business, independent of it. 

Colonel Livingston Talks. 

“The committee meets tomorrow at 12 
o’clock in the alliance exchange office,’ said 
Colonel Livingston yesterday afternoon. 

“The circumstances under which the com- 
mittee was appointed are well known. We 
were charged with certain duties, 
as representing the Georgia State Ag- 
ricultural Society. In the subsequent call for 
a convention we were studiously ignored. 

“I have not heard from a single member of 
the convention since answers were received, 
Stating that they would be here tomorrow, the 
day set for our meeting. I don’t know how 
they will regard the governor’s action. 

“But, speaking for myself, I see no reason 
why we shouldn't do what we were told to do 
and agreed to do. 

“Of course, the main thing is to have Georgia 
represented at the world’s fair in Chicago. 
That was the obiect of the agricultural so- 
ciety in appointing us a committee. Of course, 
the governor has a right to call as many con- 
ventions as he may think proper; and to have 
only such members in them as he sees fit. 
Personally, therefore, I do not feel aggrieved 
; I have no 
| more right to than thousands of other people 
P who were not included. : 
>) “But as the committee has been ignored, I 
| dion’t see what better we could do than to go 
' along quietly and attend to our business. We 
may decide that the best thing to do, in oc- 
complishing the object of the agricultural 
society, is to give way to the convention. We 
may decide that some other course is proper. 

“The meeting tomorrow is simply a com- 
mittee meeting—a committee representing the 
State Agricultural Society.”

West End is in a tair way to get rapid transit 
by the first of August. Two companies have 
offered to give bond for the com pletion of the 
work within a shorttime,and an effort will 
now be made foran amicable adjustment of 
the matter between the two lines. 

Last week the West End council granted the 


Atlanta and McPherson Barracks line tiie 


right to lay a track on Gordon street where 
the present horse car line is in operation 
The franchise was granted on cer- 
tain conditions. One of them was 
that the new company sbould give 
bond to complete}the line and put a fil- 
teen-minute ‘schedule on to the wastern limits 
of West End within ninety days. Another 
condition was that the new line should guar- 
antee to protectthe city from any litigation 
arising out of the: proposed extension. The 
Atlanta and McPherson Barracks railroad 
people were given until yesterday to comply 
With the conditions of the franchise. 

In the meantime Mr. Alfred Glasier, of the 
Consolidated Street Car Company, arrived in 
the city,and in concert with Mr. Joel Hurt,the 
prospective president of the company. began to 
canvass the situation in West End. They 
saw that the West End council proposed to 
have electricity by the quickest and surest 
route, and accordingly Mr. Hurt called upon 
Mayor John W. Nelms yesterday and told him 
that the Consolidated Street Car Company 
would give bond in the sum of $100,000 to 
equip their West End line with electrical ap- 
plianees and cars as fast as men and money 
could do the work. 

_At 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon Mayor 
Nelms, Mr, Burgess Smith and Mr. Bunckner, 
of the West End council, met Mr. Mountain 
and Mr. Woodward, of the Atlanta and Mc- 
Pherson Barracks line to hear whether they 
would ves oad with the conditions on which 
the franoch was voted them for Gordon 
street.

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Talks Plainly About His Position 
in the Matter.

Tuesday between the three gentlemen whose 
names have been mentioned most prominently 
in connection with the alliance presidency was 
not altogether a fruitless one. 

It is true that no sort of agreement was made 
between them, and each of the gentlemen is 
entirely free now to make therace forall of it is 
worth. 

There are no pledges to be kept or broken, 
or, as Colonel Livingston worded it, ‘‘nobody 
has been put up and nobody has been taken 
down.”’ 

But, as stated in Tue ConsTITUTION yes 
terday, the matter was discussed unreservedly 
by these gentlemen. Each of them stated his 
position frankly. The friendliest spirit charac- 
terized the discussion. No agreement was 
asked for. 

Senator Ellington Talks. 

Before Senator Ellington left yesterday he 
had a talk with his colleague, Senator Charles 
T. Zachry. 

These gentlemen were warm friends in the 
legislature. 

Several days ago Mr. Ellington wrote to Mr. 
Zachry, stating that his county alliance had 
pat him in the race for president, and asking 
his support. 

Senator Zachry had not replied to the letter 
when he met Senator Ellington here. yester- 
day, and the unanswered question naturally 
came up. 

“Ellington,” said Mr. Zachry, “‘I would vote 
for you for almost anything you wanted, under 
ordinary circumstances. You would make 4 
good president of the alliance, and if circum- 
stances just didn’t demand Colonel Living- 
ston's re-election I would vote and do all I 
could for you.” _ 

“Tt hasn’t been published yet, so far as I 
know, but the Henry County Alliance took 
action in this matter on the 2d of April. They 
instructed our delegates to vote for Livingston. 
The sentiment in our county is unanimous, 
They didn’t mean that they thought he woula 
make a better president than you would, or 
Mr. Searcy, and agreat many other strong 
men in the state, but they are called upon by 
the enemies of the order to repudiate and 
down Livingston or refuse todo so. And we 
refuse to do it. 

‘Feeling as we do about it, however much 
we esteem you, there is no alternative. We are 
for Livingston—not as against you, but as 
against the enemies of the alliance.’’ 

Senator Ellington then explained his own 
position. 

‘The action of my county alliance,”’ said he, 
‘was taken under the impression that Colone! 
Livingston would not be in the race. Iam a 
friend to Colonel Livingston and a friend to 
the alliance. If Colonel Livingston runs I 
will not oppose him.” 

So With Mr. Searcy. 

A friend of Colonel Searcy’s, who would not 
allow himself to be quoted, would be suffi- 
cient authority for the positive statement that 
Mr. Searcy would not oppose Colonel Living- 
ston. 

It seems improbabie that either he or Mr. 
Ellington willmake any formal withdrawal 
from the race. 

They were putin by their county alliances, 
the delegates from these alliances being in- 
structed to vote for them. 

And in the probable course of events the 
votes of these counties will'be cast according 
to those instructions—an expression of home 
confidence and esteem, a compliment of which 
they may well be proud. 

But, in no sense, will they approve Colonel

THB PRISONER DID NOT ESCAPE 
WITH ¥, M. C. 4. PEOPLE.

Mr. Licklider Says the Eight or Ten Young 
Men Did Not Belong to the 
ae Association. 


There isan unexpected sequel to the story 
about the jail delivery of a month ago, when a 
prisoner was supposed to have taken advan- 
tage of a visit from a Young Men’s Christian 
“oa ation committed ,to bow’ himself out of 

ail. 

It seems that the yours me? were not known 
tothe Young Men’s ristiar iation. 
The question naturally arises, if not Young 
Men’s Christian Association young men, who 
were they? Mr. F. W. Miller and 
two other gentlemen did go _ into 
the jail and hold a __ religious 
service, but they went before the other party 
and went out before them. 

Mr. Licklider, secretary of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, when asked about the 
matter, replied : 

“The report that a man had taken advan- 
tage of one of our jail meetings to escape, was 
a farce. We had but one man at the jai! that 
afternoon. That man was Mr. F. W. Miller. 
He, with two worthy gentlemen of the city, 
visited the jail, was allowed to go in, 
and began the service. While he 
was in, some eight or ten 
men came in and entered into the service. He 
and the gentlemen who accompanied him 
asked who the men were, and the answer was 
that they were members of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. He knew only one of 
them, and he was not a member. 

‘Mr. Miller is certain that no men came out 
when he did, save the two gentlemen who ac- 
companied him in. These three gentlemen 
came out in advance of the other party, with 
whom the prisoner did escape. That the pris- 
oner did escape is true, but it is a reflection on 
three worthy citizens to say that he escaped 
with them.’ 


THE WILSON CASE. 


The Case Argued Before the Jury Yes- 
terday. 

Tho Wilson case was argued yesterday in 
the criminal branch of the superior court. 

Colonel Thomas Latham opened for the de- 
fense, and made a very strong speech, con- 
suming about an hour. 

Solicitor General Hill followed in a forcible 
arraignment of the defendant, going into a 
careful analysis of the case in all its bearings. 
He spoke for one hour and fifty minutes. 

Colonel W. H. Hulsey came next in an able 
argument for the defense, in which he scored 
some fine points for his client. 

But his speech was most ably answered by 
Mr. Harry C. Reed, who followed, and whose 
argument was clear and logical in every par- 
ticular. 

Judge Rufus J. Dorsey followed, and in his 
speech took the ground that the prosecution 
was a fraud, from beginning to end, and his 
speech was bold and aggressive in defense of 
his client. At the conclusion of his address, 
court adjourned until this morning. 

Hon. W. C. Glenn and Colonel P. H. 
Brewster will finish the argument this morn- 
ing, and then the case will go to the jury. 


THE ARCHER CASE. 


Fifty Acres of Land in a Case in Superior 
Court. 

The civil branch of superior court is engaged 
in the trial of the case of W.T. Archer vs. 
Mrs. Emma P. Archer and her six minor chil- 
dren, and A. M. Reinhardt. 

The suit is for the recovery of fifty acres of 
land sold to A. M. Reinhardt by Mrs. Archer 
in 1880, for $2,072. 

Archer claims that he signed the deed to his 
wife while intoxicated, and asks the court to 
set aside the deed. 

Mrs. Archer claims that in 1879 she sued for 
a divorce from W.T. Archer, but after he had 
agreed to live a sober life, she became recon- 
ciled to him, and that he deeded her the pro 
erty with the understanding that she should 
borrow enough money on it to enable him to 
open business. 

She claims that she sold the property to 
Reinhardt to meet a loan which he had ex- 
tended to her. 

The case has been pending since 1887, but 
will probably come to an end today, unless the 
jury find the judicial nut over-hard to crack.
